Lakonia Hull 
Finally Sinks 

LISBORN, Portugal, Dec. 30 UPI 
—The burned-out shell of the 
Greek cruise liner Lakonia sank 
In 13.200 feet of Atlantic water 
Sunday as she was being towed 
toward Gibraltar. ^ 

Capt. Trygve Gaasoe of the 
Norwegian tug Herkules. who was 
directing the attempt to salvage 
the hulk, said the ship's star- 
board list increased Saturday 
night. 

>Blx men from one of the two 
Portuguese tugs with the Her- 
kules were put aboard the wreck 
Sunday morning lo close all star- 
board portholes. The growing list 
forced them off after four hours. 

"Suddenly at 2 p. m. the wreck 
heeled over to starboard until 
tho decks on that side were 
awash," Gaasoe reported by ship- 
to-shore telephone. 

"Just as she went down, she 
rolled back completely so that 
her decks were pointing straight 
toward ua on her port side," he 
said. " 

Gaasoe said the Lakonia sank 
about 200 miles southwest "ot- 
Gibraltar. 

"It was simply too burntymt to 
stay afloat," ho said. "The char- 
red metal was cooling down after 
tho fire, and this set up. n lot of 
Irregular stresses, and the weak- 
ened structure probably simply 
broke up."

Lee Oswald's Legal Waters 



NEW YORK, Doc. 30 fllPD-The 
former heard of the fedora! com- 
immicat ions commission has 
( criticlzed law onforcflment offi- 
cials for helping to creale n cli- 
mate which he said iiiIrIU have 
made a fair trial impossible for 
Lee Harvey Oswald. 

"We lawyers tend to blame the 
press, but It reaJly lakes (wo to 
tnnso," said Newton H. Minow 
roKnrdliiK the* release to news 
media of Incriminating evidence 
flKainst the accused assassin' of 
President Kennedy. 

"It's the lawyers and the law- 
enforcement people who gave out 
this information" (evidence) to 
the press, which has now been 
subject to criticism," Minow said. 
"So It isn't Just the press or .me- 
dia that are involved." * 

However, Minow snid the news 
media "had a distinct obligation 
to report whatever they- could 
find about this to tho pnblic. If 
not. we could very easily have 
had chaos and riots In this coun- 
try." 

Also appearing on the prouram 
were Leon Douglas, prosecuting 
attorney before the court of 
criminal appeals in Texas; Percy 
Foreman, Houston, Tex., criminal 
lawyer and president of the Nn-' 
tional Association of Defense At- 
torneys, and Prof. Paul Frcund 
of the Harvard law school. 

Oswald was arrested Nov. 22, 
the day of the assassination in 1 
Dallas, and, shot to death two 
days later in the city jail base- 
ment. 

There have been contentions it 
would have been impossible to 
seat an impartial Jury because of 
release of evidence such as Os- 
wald's palpi prints being found 



on the alleged assassLnatlon wea- 
pon and a paraffin test indi- 
cating the suspect recently had 
fired a rifle. 

Law enforcement officers were 
quoted ns saying the case against 
Oswnld was "cinched." 

Freimd said Information in the 
Oswald caso should have been 
channeled throush one source, 
"not through any police officer 
who happened to be garnered by 
the news medium." 

Douglas said the publicity Itself 
would not necessarily prejudice 
a Juror, buL suggested that in 
such an unusual case "a set-of 
ethics or ground rules or prin- 
ciples be agreed upon between 
the press, the broadcasting me- 
dium and the courts." 
1 Foreman ^urged that Oswald be 
defended^ Before the Warren 
commission "in the Interest of 
the people of the United States." 
The commission was authorized 
to ' investigate the assassination 
and is headed by Chief Justice 
Earl Warren."

WAIT AND SEE 

Financial wizards, business leaders and 
government experts seem well on the 
way to predicting that 1964 will be one 
of the biggest boom years in. U. S. his- 
tory. With business zooming along at a 
record clip, no one wants to splash cold 
water, which ia right. On the other hand, 
the experts have been wrong before, 
even though they .might try to avoid be- 
ing painted with that brush by recalling 
various hedges in earlier predictions. 
-One of the indicators-.of a boom year 
is the Survey of Current Business, pub- 
lication of the department of commerce. 
It details full recovery from a brief No- 
vember lag in business and expects siz- 
able gains for business activity for the 
final quarter of the year. 
1 Another indicator of boom time3 ahead 
Is the report of federal tax collections for 
1963, exceeding 100 billion dollars for the 
first time. If the tax take continues or 
increases, it will be because earnings will 
continue at a high rate. 

Without waiting for stock market pre- 
dictions, the reader can know the experts 
will predict continuing prosperity and 
high earnings. A new record in stock 
transactions during 1963 could be re- 
garded as another indication stock mar- 
ket activity will continue heavy during- 
1964. 

Louis B. Seltzer, who has gained some- 
thing of a reputation for. predicting the 
nation's economy, has gone out on a limb 
with a flat prediction of the biggestioom 
year in U.S. history. He says emphasis to 
a great international trade struggle. will 
assure the boom. His 'hedge is that TJ. S. 
political and business leaders will keep 
a wary eye on chaotic trends and tides 
which might threaten international trade 
prosperity.

And he would hold his office only at 
the will of the President. That Is the only path 
to "continuity without confusion."

WASHING OIL OUT OP POLITICS? - 

President Johnson has Jold .Secretary of the 
Interior Udall that he wants his department and 
not the While House to set national oil policy. 
The department probably can relieve the execu- 
tive Dy taking over such administrative functions 
as raising or lowering the oil Import quota as 
conditions change from time to time. Even this, 
however, is a limited function which can bo 
pertormed only along guide lines from the White 
House ot tile congress. 

Tho government's relation to the oil Industry Is 
perrorco political rather than merely adminis- 
trative. Right or wrong, the Industry is In a very 
special position, exemplified by the 27.5 per cent 
depletion allowance which enhances Its wealth by 
lowering Its taxes. Every secretary of the treas- 
ury since Andrew Mellon has asked congress at 
least to narrow this loophole. If It were subject 
to administrative control, It would have been 
closed long ago. But It has been Impossible to 
Wash oil out ot politics. 

Nothing Is less likely than that the Industry 
and lis lobbyists should meekly accept Mr. Udall's 
"sound nnd stable" control If they see the least 
threat to their position. The oil men operate 
Hbo.ve the bureaucratic level. As a Texan, Presi- 
dent Johnson knows all too well that Texas poll- 
tics Is widely construed as oil politics. So he 
would like to have as little as possible to do with 
the Industry. He can't "be blamed. 

But can a President hope to succeed thus In 
Insulating lilmself from a prime policy area? 
Certainly he cannot, esca pe responsibility for 
what his cabliioF members Decide;

NEW,\YORIt, Dec. 30 fliPD— The 
moon— became, a tiny sliver of 
lifrht, then virtually meltod Into 
an almost starless sky 'hero early 
today during -a nill lunar eclipse 
last hip more than an hour. 

Noticed only by a few nlffht 
workers or early risers, it was 
caused when the 'earth's shadow 
passed over the moon. 

The moon was In full eclipse 
from 5:27 to 6:4a- a.m. EST. The 
moon started entering tho earth's 
shadow at 4:24 a. m. at a time 
when the moon was 225,000 miles 
from the earth. 

Tho moon was not completely 
blacked out, according to astro- 
nomers at tho American museum- 
Hayden planetarium. They said 
the reddish light of the earth's 
shadow replaced the bright sun- 
light normally reflected on the 
moon. 

The . planetarium. Gfild it ap-, 
peared as If a "coppery red mask 
were slowly drawn from east to 
west across the face- of . the 
moon."
